This regulation has been revived because of the increasing 


number of accidents in the streets of Boston and because il is 
well understood that in many cases pedestrians have been re- 
sponsible.- There are many who persist in crossing the streets 
without paying much attention to what is going on about 
them, depending upon the officers and the automobile drivers 
lo protect them against the possible consequences of their own 
hcedtessness. As a result many persons have been killed or 
ihjuicd when the drivers were not to blame,.although in such 
cases they are usually blamed by the public, no mailer bow 
guiltless they may be.

\ the fact is that no person can travel a congested street, on 
foot, by team or by automobile, without a certain degree of 
responsibility for I lie safely of himself and others, and il is no 
'more than right (hat all should be compelled to assume the 
responsibility that is theirs. This is what the Boston regula- 
liou is designed lo do,' and what it will do if properly en- 
forced, 


From this time on when a traflic ofliccr gives the signal to 


pedestrians they must stop as promptly as must autoisls when 
(hey,receive the signal. This is as it should be. 
hi crowded 


streets there must be regulations designed lo insure Ihe safety 
of all, and it is proper that the regulations should be rigidly 
enforced, as they are in every thoroughgoing city. 
In Boston 


nol only are all who fail to observe the rules to be dealt wllh as 
•circumstances may require, but the traflic officers will be held 
lo strict accountability for the failhful performance of their 
duties. Under (hcse regulations there should be a decided im- 
provement in traflic conditions. 


With (he coming of the automobile the danger in city streets 


and even on country roads has been greatly increased and 
accidents of the most distressing character are of daily occur- 
rence. In many cases, though by no means .in all, the auto 
drivers are to blame. Thpre are team drivers and pedestrians' 
\vho fail to exercise due care, and in many instances they pay 
'dearly for their negligence. 


The fact.to be borne in mind is that (here is a mutual re- 


sponsibility.for safety in public thoroughfares. 
It rests upon 


all wiio' travel them, and it is no more than right that all; 
should be made to conform to regulations established for the 
good of all.
